A wireless message has been re- 
ceived from the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany steamer Baychimo, now in the 
western Arctic ocean, that she is im- 
prisoned in the ice near Herschel 
Island, with ‘her side stove in and 
leaking badly. It is said to be quite 
impossible for any rescue ship to 
reach the Baychimo, but the crew will 
most probably be able to escape to 
land over the ice. 

Mr. Meighen, leader of the opposi- 
tion, is expected to speak on election 
issues in Alberta in the first ten days 
of October. He is expected in Edmon- 
ton on October 3 and in Calgary on 
October 9, visiting British Columbia 
in the interval. | . 

Mr. BE. W. Beatty, president of the 
C.P.R., is expected in Edmonton to- 
day and it is stated that he is to have 
a conference with Premier Green*- 
‘and Hon. Vernon Smith, Alberta min- 
ister of railways, as to the E.D. & B.C.

BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 

Forty acres of land in the west-end 
of London have been sold by Lord 
Howard de Walden for more than 20 
million dollars. 

At Rotherham in England last week 
Princess Mary and her husband, Lord 
: Lascelles, were about to open a hos- 

pital when a crowd of Communists 
gathered with the open intention of 
hooting them. The rest of the people 
learning what was intended, attacked 
the Communists, dispersed them and 
tore up their red flags. 

‘King Feisal of Irak, or Mesopo- 
tamia, is in London conferring with 
the British government as to the Brit- 
ish protectorate over Irak. Under 
the existing agreement this protector- 
ate is supposed to come to an end in 
less than four years’ time, when it 
was expected that Irak could stand by 
itself without British help, but owing 
to the dispute with Turkey regarding 
Mosul, the frontier province of -Irak. 
it is now uncertain whether the pro- 
tectorate can be brought to an end so 
soon, as it is feared that Turkey may 
attack Irak if British protection is 
withdrawn. On the other hand, the 
‘Arab people of Irak are inclined to re- 
sent even the shadow of British dom- 
ination, while willing enough to ap- 
peal for British aid against the Turks. 
In Britain itself there is a strong feel- 
ing against spending money and lives 
in Mesopotamia under any _ circum- 
stances. 

At, the British Labor Congress in 
Scarboro the extremist proposal for 
the creation of one big union was 
heavily defeated and the moderate 
party also succeeded in defeating the 
proposal to give dictatorial powers 
to the Trades Union Council in cage

H. P. Woodcock, a Conservative mem- 
ber, has refused to go if Mr. Saklat- 
vala, the Hindu Communist member 
for one of the London constituencies, 
is included in the party, but the ma- 
jority of the members do not support 
Colonel Woodcock’s attitude. ; 

Sir James Craig, premier of North- 
ern Ireland, -hag,-stated publicly that 
his government has ‘not changed its 
attitude on the boundary question and 
that that boundary commission is still 
working behind closed doors. 

Sixty-two striking seamen have 
been sentenced to imprisonment and 
fine in Australia for disobeying or- 
ders. The seamen’s strike has. prac: 
tically collapsed in England. 

It is rumored that the Turks are 
massing troops on the frontier of Mo- 
sul in anticipation of the League of 
Nations deciding against their claim 
to the district. It has always been 
extremely doubtful if they would ac- 
cept an adverse decision, and if this 
report is correct, it illustrates once 
again the limitations in the value of 
League of Nations arbitration pro- 
ceedings. , 

Sir John Jordan, formerly British 
ambassador in China, is dead. He 
was a sincere friend of the Chinese 
and always opposed anything like a 
policy of European encroachments on 
Chinese independence, while at the 
same time he fully realized the in- 
competence of the present Chinese 
leaders and the disastrous anarchy 
into which they have plunged China. 
No fresh news has come from China 
in the last week. 

FOREIGN 


A great meeting of Russian »xiles 
from all over the world is planned for 
November in Paris, where it is ex- 
pected that an attempt will be made 
to arrange another attack on the Bol- 
shevist government of Russia The 
Grand Duke~—Nicholas is expected to 
lead the movement. There have been 
other similar attempts in the past. 
but they have always failed through 
the selfish incompetence and corrup- 
tion of the minor officers concerned. 

Heavy hand-to-hand fighting is go- 
ing on in Northern Morncco between 
the Spaniards and the Riffs. The 
Spaniards are reported to be making 
some slight progress. 

In Morocco the French and Span- 
jards have landed a Spanish army in 
Alhucemas Bay under cover of a 
heavy bombardment from over 100 
warships, while on the southern front 
a great French attack has been open- 
ed. An artillery bombardment cov- 
ered a front of 45 miles and appears 
to have been entirely successful, the 
enemy positions having been taken 
with ease. As September is the last 
month of the year in which campaign- 
ing is possible in the Moorish moun- 
tains owing to tremendous rains and 
the absense of roads, it is evident 
that the French are making a great 
effort to crush the Riffs by over- 
whelming force before winter can 
‘halt operations. 

A great typhoon has caused severe 
damage in Korea. It was followed by 
a tidal wave which destroyed a num- 
ber of houses and wrecked many 
small boats. The typhoon did a cer- 
tain amount of damage in Japan also. 

It is reported that Captain Amund- 
sen, who recently made an attempt 
to reach the North Pole by air, which 
so nearly ended in disaster, will make 
another flight next year in an Italian 
aeroplane.

Public Meeting Approves 
Plans and Gets Funds off 
to a Good Start 


Mr. and Mrs. Alex Houston spent 
a few days with Mrs, Houston’s par- 
ents before going home.

A fairly well attended public meet- 
ing was held in the City Hall on Fri- 
day evening for the purpose of 
arriving at some plan for the erection 
of a covered rink for this winter. W. 
HB. Lord was elected chairman, with 
F. Turnbull acting as secretary. 

Various plans and_ specifications 
were on hand and were handed around 
for inspection, those of the High 
River rink being looked upon with 
favor as being more suitable for Red 
Deer, 

The chairman brought the meeting 

to order and then called upon W. E, 
Payne to explain the aims and objects 
of the meeting. W. E. Payne stated 
that the real object of the evening 
was to get down to some basis on 
which they could work for the pur- 
pose of providing a covered skating 
rink. Everyone in the city realized 
the necessity of such a building. It 
would not only provide greater com- 
fort for players and spectators alike 
in the hockey and skating season, but 
would be a distinct asset to the com- 
munity, as it could be utilized in many 
ways duning the rest of the year, for 
public meetings, carnivals, etc. The 
great factor in building such a rink 
was finances. The rink which was in 
view would cost about $10,000 or so to 
build; the Elks Club and the Rotary 
Club had each donated $2,000, giving 
the project a good start; the balance 
would ‘have to be got by public sub- 
scription. The articles of constitu- 
tion had been drawn up (the gpeaker 
here read the chief points) and it was 
proposed to capitalize the company at 
$15,000, being divided into 1,500 shares 
at $10.00 each, half to be paid on Oc- 
i tober 1 and the balance on December 
1. The subscription list would be 
opened that evening and the town 
would be well canvassed during the 
next few days. If the necessary 
money was guaranteed the committee 
would go ahead at once with the 
scheme. He appealed to those pres- 
ent to subscribe-all they could. It 
could not be guaranteed as to paying 
dividends, although there might be 
a possibility of it doing eo, but it was 
more in the nature of a community 
project for the benefit of all. 

Letters were read by the secretary 
regarding the plans submitted and 
these were explained. : 

A motion was brought forward by 
Messrs. W. E. Payne and J. Fulton 
“that the committee appointed have 
their time extended to Wednesday so 
that they could consider the various 
propositions and report back to the 
organization.” An amendment to this 
was moved by Messrs. Hogg and Long 
“that the plan of the High River rink 
be’ accepted.” The amendment was 
carried. , 

On a motion by Dr. Long it was 
decided that the name of the company 
be “The Red Deer Arena Co., Ltd.” 

The subscription list was then 
opened and in a very short time 226 
shares were subscribed for, this, to- 
gether with the $4,000 already donat- 
ed bringing the fund up to $6,260, 
which is a splendid start and there 
should be no difficulty in obtaining 
the rest of the money. 

The proposed rink will be situated 
on the south side of Ross Street, 
leased at a nominal rental from the 
city, somewhere about the location 
of the old open-air rink. It will have 
an ice surface of 80x180 feet, seating 
accommodation for approximately 1,- 
000 and will contain up-to-date dress- 
ing roome and club rooms. 

When the necessary funds have 
been guaranteed, a meeting of the 
shareholders will be called and the 
directors and officers of the new com- 
pany elected. 

The canvassing committee are do- 
ing their best to see everybody in 
town; in case there should be any 
who have been overlooked, subscrip- 
tions may be handed in to any of the 
following: W. E. Payne, F. Turnbull 
or E. S. Hogg.

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GALLANT RESCUE BY 
SOLDIERS 


The following appears in Calgary 
district orders of recent date: 

Acts of gallantry were performed 
at Sarcee Camp, near Calgary, on 
Wednesday, August 12, 1925. 

While bathing in the Elbow River, 
No. 2839, Trooper W H. Bussel, L.S.H. 


. (R.C.), got into difficulties and but for 
- the gallant action of certain personne: 


this man would have lost his life by 
drowning. 

‘Lt. Col. W. G. Beeman, D-S.O., 
R.C.A,, rushed some distance to the 
scene and, fully clothed, dived into 
the water. No. 2875 Trooper F. W. M. 
Brooks, L.S.H. (R.C.), succeeded in 
bringing Tpr. Bussel to the surface 
after diving for him and, assisted by 
Lt. Col. Beeman, No. 2870 Trooper E. 
S. Pantridge, L.S.H. (R.C.), and No. 
2687 Lance Corporal W. Sadler, L.§. 
H. (R.C.), the unconscious body of 
Tpr. Busse) was brought to the shore. 
There Lt. Col. G. R. Pearkes, V.C., 
D.S.O., M.C., A.D.C., P.P.C.L.1., car- 
ried out artificial respiration, and as- 
sisted by Capt. W. G. Colquhoun, 
M.C., P.P.C.L.I., and Corporal W. 
Sadler, L.S:H. (R.C.), succeeded in 
resuscitating the near-lifeless body of 
Tpr. Bussel, who was later removed 
to camp hospital and fully recovered. 

A court of inquiry was convened to 
investigate the incident. The camp 
commandant, in forwarding the pro- 
ceedings, has brought especially to 
the notice of the district officer com- 
manding these acts of gallantry per- 
formed by Lt. Col. W. G. Beeman, 
D.S.O., R.C.A., No. 2687 Lance Cor- 
poral W. Sadler, L.S.H. (R.C.), and 
No. 2875 Tpr. F. W. M. Brooks. 

The district officer commanding 
highly commends all concerned.

CHURCH NOTICES |My. A. S 


Editor “The News,” Red Deer, Alberta. 


I read with interest, in the last issue of your. 
paper,-a series of questions addressed to myself 
under the caption, “Mr. A. Speakman and; the 
Naval Question,”’ and having been, by the court- 
esy of the editor, furnished with an advance 
copy of same, I am glad to respond by making 
clear my position on this subject. Deuce: 

Lét me indicate at the outset, however, that 
the question might be considered at the present 
time as purely academic, inasmuch as no party 
leader has as yet expressed himself upon the sub- 
ject nor raised it as an issue in this campaign. 

In my opinion, Canada should not, at pres- 
ent at least, enter upon a naval program, ‘either 
directly, by the construction of a Canadian navy, 
nor indirectly by way of contribution toward an 
Imperial fleet.. : 

From the financial point of view alone such 
a policy would be impracticable. The crying 
need of the moment is to reduce our national 
indebtedness and to. lower our rate of taxation, 
not to embark upon a program which would in- 
evitably increase both, more particularly as the 
expenditure might easily be wasted in whole or 
in part. 

Our hopes that the Great War might be the 
last may be doomed to disappointment, but it is 
not too much to believe that the lesson then 
taught, that war benefits no one but injures all, 
may at least deter the nations from conflict on a 
scale for many years to come, in which case any 
vessels constructed in the near future would be 
hopelessly antiquated long before any occasion 
for their use arose. 

It must be remembered also that while we 
have reason to hope that Canada is at least be- 
ginning to emerge from the financial morass in 
which she is at present involved, we are already 
committed to many large and costly undertak- 
ings, in connection with the St. Lawrence Water- 
ways, the Welland Canal and other projects, 
which will strain our resources and impose heavy 
burdens upon our people for many years to come, 
to say, nothing of the demand for rural credits 
and other beneficial measures which, while sore- 
ly needed, will undoubtedly during the primary 
stages of their conception impose additional 
obligations upon the credit of our country. 

It would not be expected, by even the most 
enthusiastic supporter of your suggestions, that 
Canada with her present means and population 
could build or maintain an effective naval force, 
the only kind for which there could be the slight- 
est justification, therefore such vessels must 
operate as part of an Imperial fleet.. 

Apart from every other consideration such 
a cause would not receive my support while, as 
at the present time, we have no effective voice in 
the foreign policies which might necessitate the 
use of such a fleet. 

In addition, I do not believe it wise for Can- 
ada to enter upon or take part in a competitive 
war of armaments which would be the obvious 
result of such a policy as is suggested, and which 
was in my opinion one of the direct causes of the 
late war. 

As to the analogy which is drawn as be- 
tween Canada on the one hand and Australia or 
Scotland on the other, the cases are hardly paral- 
lel, particularly in regard to Scotland, which, as 
an integral part of Great Britain, has representa- 
tion in her Parliament and is not, as in our case, a 
separate and self-governing dominion. 

In view of the part which Canada has play- 
ed in past wars, it can hardly be charged that the 
abstention by us, from taking part in naval, de- 
velopment, would indicate any desire to evade a 
full share in Imperial defence in time of need. 

As to the other question raised, that of Ori- 
ental immigration, I believe that only those 
should be admitted for permanent settlement 
who may suitably intermarry with our Canadians 
here, with the view of developing in the future a 
united race. I should therefore restrict immigra- 
tion from the Orient to those who enter for edu-  * 
cational purposes, the promotion of international 
trade and kindred objects which would be mu- 
tually beneficial. 

The right of this, or any nation, to enact 
such restrictive legislation, already in force in 
most countries, including Japan, has never been 
challenged and does not in my opinion constitute 
a reason for maintaining an armed force. 

At this time, when every civilized nation is 
straining toward the goal of universal peace, 
when, by conference and negotiation, every ef- 
fort is being made to limit, rather than increase, 
armaments, and to establish a League of Na- 
tions and a World’s Court of Justice before 
which our international disputes may be settled 
by reason and by arbitration, rather than by war, 

I conceive it to be a most inopportune moment 
for Canada to embark upon such an undertaking 
as is suggested in your columns.

FRUIT CULTIVATION 
ON THE PRAIRIES 


The difficulties of growing fruit on 
the older cultivated parts of the once 
wind-swept prairies of the west are 
rapidly being overcome. The superin- 
tendent of the Morden, Man., dominion 
experimental station in his report for 
1924 remarks that the interest shown 
in horticulture is increasing very 
rapidly and that there is a large de- 
mand for information thereupon, in 
fruit growing particularly. Many re- 
quests are received for scions and 
budsticks to work on native plums, 
sand cherries, pin oherries and choke 
cherries, for seed for planting and 
especially for plums and hardy ap- 
ples. The station at Morden, Man.,, 
is largely devoted to horticulture. 

Judging from the report, 1923 was 
not altogether favorable for fruit 
growing, but we are told that the St- 
berian crab and its hardy hybrids 
seem to offer the safest roots for ap- 
ple and crabapple varieties; that all 
types of currants had a good year; 
that gooseberries'. generally do well; 
that there was much winter injury in 
the raspberry patch; that Senator 
Dunlap and Dakota varieties of straw- 
berries wintered well and produced 
fair crops; that the Champion variety 
of ever-bearing strawberry produced 
generously over a long season, five 
and one-half quarts being picked on 
November 1; that the Wanita plum 
attained good size, and that Champa 
and Tom Thumb are two low-lying 
bushes of sand cherries of value in 
the back-yard garden. 

Relative to vegetables, the report 
states that in a normal season a great 
variety can be grown with success in 
that part of the prairies where the 
Morden, Man., station is situated. 


PREPARATION GF THE 
YOUNG SOW FOR 
BREEDING PURPESES 


The young sow should be ready for 
breeding at eight or nine monihs of 
age. The ideal condition for breeding 
{is to have her well grown for her age. 
thrifty, not too fat (i.e., not fat enough 
for market) and thriving and putting 
on weight at the time she is bred, A. 
good practice to follow is to allow the 
young sows and barrows to run to- 
gether up to four and a half to five 
months of age, at which time the best 
young sows should he selected for 


breeding and the remainder finished |, 


for market. The sows for breeding 
should be kept on pasture with a meal 
ration made up of two-thirds oats and 
one-third barley, with five per cent 
tankage added, which will promote 
growth rather than the laying on of 
fat. A rape pasture with a limited 
grain allowance in the late fall is ex- 
cellent for flushing the young sows 
and putting them in good condition 
physically. 

If the breeder has facilities for car- 
ing for early litters, the ideal time 
for breeding would be while the sows 
are on this rape pasture or just as 
they go into winter quarters. If breed 
ing must be delayed until December. 
a more liberal grain ration should 
be fed to keep the sows growing well 
after the pasture is done and while 
the weather is cold. The proportion 
of oats to barley will depend upon 
the condition of the sows; that fs, if 
they have a tandency to hecome too 
fat not more than one-third of the 
ration should be barley. It is well to 
continue the five per cent tankage as 
it will promote the growth of bone 
and muscle. Plenty of exercise for 
the young sows both before and after 
breeding {Is extremely important. Ex- 
ercise may be forced by having the 
sieeping quarters some distance from 
the feed trough. If the ground is cov- 
ered with snow it is advisable to keep 
soft coal before the young sowé,

PROGRESS WITH THE 
RINK SCHEME 

The meeting of Jast Friday evening 
in connection with the rink scheme 
was distinctly successful and encour- 
aging. The amount of subscriptions 
promised, $2,600.00, when added to the 
$4,000.00 already offered and actually 
available by the Rotary Club and the 
Elks, makes a really substantial basis 
on which to. proceed further, and 
there is reason to hope that the can- 
vass for subscriptions will result in 
the definite assurance of the neces- 
sary sum being got and the building 
of the rink before the winter assured. 
It was a prudent thing of Mr. W. E. 
Payne when speaking at the meeting 
to warn those who might think of 
subscribing that dividends are a very 
uncertain prospect. Rinks in small 
cities do not as a rule prove financial- 
ly profitable, but on the other hand 
they certainly give a good return for 
the money in health and pleasure. 
More particularly should the parents 
of school children welcome the rink, 
since it gives the young people an en- 
tirely healthy mode of enjoyment and 
thereby lessens the temptation to less 
active and wholesome employment of 
their spare time. 

Tho proposed rink is of generous 
dimensions and with its seating ac- 
commodation for 1,000 will make a 
fine place not only for hockey games, 
ice carnivals and such things, but 
also for public meetings of various 
kinds. It is a pity it will not be ready 
for the election campaign, so that the 
Tival candidates could have poured 
out their eloquent appeals for public 
support beneath its roof. However, 
it should be available for the next pro- 
vincial election. The possession of 
the rink should be am asset to the 
city in other ways then providing 
amusement for the citizens. It should 
be an attraction for people from out- 
side points. It ought to be possible 
to attract people from all over this 
district to use the rink for winter 
functions of different kinds, and 
hockey teams from north and south 
might well make the Red Deer rink 
a central and neutral meeting point 
at which to do battle, thereby bring- 
ing visitors into the town to the ad- 
vantage of the storekeepers and ho- 
tels. The committee appointed to 
obtain information and plans of the 


. type of rink wanted appear to have 


done their work well. The idea of 
making the rink available a3 a swim. 
ming pool in the summer is also whol- 
ly good. A pool is wanted in Red 
Deer but the cost will probably be 
‘too much at the outset. If: we under- 
stand the matter rightly it will be 
possible to adapt the rink for swim- 
ming pool purposes later on if it be- 
comes clear that money will be avail- 
able for it. Altogether it is a cause 
for satisfaction that thie entirely de- 
sirable public benefit looks like be- 
coming a reality comparatively soon. 


MR. SPEAKMAN AND THE 
NAVAL QUESTION 

In this issue is published the an- 
swer of Mr. A. Speakman, M.P., to 
the questions “The News” addressed 
to him last week on the naval ques- 
tion. As all who know Mr. Speakman 
would expect, the answer is couched 
in moderate terms and _ expressed 
clearly and frankly. Nevertheless, in 
the opinion of this paper, the answer 
is disappointing, and is the expres- 
sion of an essential mistake in judg- 
ment of imperial and international af- 
fairs. Mr. Speakman is a representa- 
tive of so excellent a type and se 
generally respected that it is a most 
‘ungrateful task to differ with and 
oppose him. Yet in this matter it is 
the opinion of this paper that Mr. 
Speakman is wholly wrong and in this 
respect at any rate he cannot re- 
ceive the support of those who feel 
that Canada’s present defence policy 
is an unworthy one. A detailed ex- 
amination and criticism of Mr. Speak- 
man’s views will appear in next 
week's issue. In the meantime it is 
desired to express this paper's appre- 
ciation of the courteous and careful 
consideration and reply which Mr. 
Speakman has given to its questions.

THE DOMINION ELECTION 

The election contest is in full blast. 
The leaders have more or less com- 
pletely outlined their policies and for 
the next six weeks there will be a 
torrent of rival oratory being poured 
out. It will probably be of the usual 
character, violently partisan, marked 
by the continual use of superlatives 
of praise or abuse, ignoring the fairly 
obvious fact that where a country is 
split into two or more pretty well 
balanced sections which take oppos- 
ing views on leading questions, it is 
highly unlikely that all the merits 
really lie on one side or the other. It 
is also highly unlikely that absolute 
certainty can be attained as to the 
wisdom or unwisdom of any one pol- 
joy. For this reason it would be a 
gvelcome novelty if some of the lead- 


ing speakers at this election were to even so there would be possible econ- 


adopt something of a balanced mod- 
eration in their method of.speech. It 
is not suggested that nobody ought 
to have any definite political opinions 
or that everybody ought to float in a 
cloud of vague uncertainty, never 
coming to any decisions because they 
may possibly be wrong. That is, of 
course, an absurdity. Decisions are 
necessary and opinions on which to 
base decisions are necessary. What 
is suggested is that there should be 
less dogmatic self-assurance about 
the statement of political opinions 
and more of a quiet business-like 
weighing of the argument for and 
against each line of policy, 60 that 
the decisions come to may be obvious- 
ly the result of thoughtful prudence 
and not of rash prejudice. It is at 
least possible that a speaker who 
gave to his opponents’ opinions the 
tribute of courteous consideration and 
then proceeded to show why, on a 
balance being taken, those opinions 
were in his view not the soundest, 
would in the end carry more convic- 
tion than the orthodox sledge-hammer 
assertive type of ‘speaker. Then 
again, it is a pity that there is so 
much of the scoring of petty ‘little 
debating points and of assertions 
which really cannot by any stretch of 
imagination have a vestige of truth 
about them. For instance, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie King in his opening election 
speech asserted that Mr. Meighen by 
his speeches on the depressed state 
of business in Canada during the last 
few years had done more to drive 
people from Canada to the United 
States than all the immigration of- 
ficials of that country put together. 
That, of course, is childish nonsense 
and quite unworthy of a man holding 
the position of premier of Canada. 
Such silly exaggerations do not come 
from the Liberal side only by any 
means. They come from all parties, 
but they certainly ought not to come 
from anyone, and least of all from the 
leaders, who ought to set the stand- 
ard for the rest of the country. It is 
to be ‘hoped that if there is a contest 
in Red Deer, the speakers will main- 
tain a high level in respect of modera- 
tion and balance, unless indeed the 
whole business is to be regarded as 
a sort of low farce in which the rud- 
est clown gains the loudest applause. 
That, of course, is not exactly the 
light in which to look at the govern- 
ment of a great country.

THE REDUCTION IN WEST- 
BOUND FREIGHT RATES 

A paean of joy from the majority of 
Alberta's citizens, particularly the 
farmers, has greeted the announce. 
ment of the Railway Commission's 
order to the two great Canadian rail- 
way systems to reduce their freight 
rates on coast-bound grain to propor- 
tionately the same scale as_ east- 
bound grain. In effect there has been 
a joyous chorus of “There are no 
longer any Rocky Mountains.” The 
decision of the commission has its 
peculiar points. It is a decision of 
two members out of five, and the 
other three are said to be opposed 
to it; but not having sat on the hear- 
ing of the rates casé, they cannot 
apparently have any voice in the 
matter. “Then the decision has been 
announced at an opportune moment 
politically: for the Liberal government, 
Here is a great financial boon grant: 
ed to the western farmers, not direct. 
ly by the government but at least to 
some extent through the action of 
the government. The west cannot do 
other—so it may be argued by govern- 
ment supporters—than show its ap- 
preciation of the boon by voting 
either for the Liberals or for their 
rather friendly rivals, the Progreé- 
sives. That, however, does not mat- 
ter for the moment. The reduction 
has been ordered. Why it has been 
ordered may be ignored for present 
purposes. 

Now, the C.P.R. is not a feeble and 
oppressed corporation and the C.N.R. 
is the property of the people of Can- 
ada. Neither of these railways need, 
therefore, be looked upon with heart- 
wrung sympathy as lambs at the 
mercy of the Railway Commission 
wolf. Nevertheless, the railways are 
entitled to entirely fair and economi- 
cally sound treatment, and it is just 
possibly. open to question whether 
this new freight rate order is either 
fair or economically sound. There is 
ro doubt whatever that the cost of 
construction of the lines through the 
Rocky Mountains and the cost of 
haulage of trains over the mountain 
sections are much greater than the 
cost of construction and of haulage 
over a similar length of line on the 
prairies. Ought the freight rates to 
be calculated on the same scale for 
the two sections? It would almost 
seem as if the task of taking grain 
over the Rockies to Vancouver is a 
much heavier one than that of taking 
it a similar distance over the prairies 
and should be paid for more highly. 
If the rate for haulage over the moun- 
tains {s too high, then it is possible 
that the rate on the prairies is also 
too high and that both ought to he 
reduced, but that they should be put 
on the same scale seems rather a du- 
bious proceeding. If it is felt—and 
that suggestion has been made—that 
the economic and national interests 
of Canada demanded that the western 
grain route should be fostered by a 
reduction of the west-bound freight 
rate, then Canada, which is apparent- 
ly going to benefit by that fostering, 
ought 6urely to pay for it by subsidies 
or other compensations to the com- 
panies. If there were only the one 
company and that a national one, the 
case would be simpler, for the people 
would be taking out of one pocket 


‘omic confusion caused by an “unnat- 
| ural” freight rate on the railway. 
Since, however, there are two rail- 
ways and one of them is privately 
owned, it ought-to be very carefully 
considered whether this is just the 
right way of giving the relief to the 
western farmers that they need. It 
is not easy for farmers to take a de- 
tached view of this question. Their 
interests are too directly concerned 
not to warp their opinions somewhat. 
They are likely to cling tightly to 
their new boon and scornfully refuse 
to consider any questions of its fair- 
ness. Yet the question ought to be 
faced and argued out thoroughly. 
Thore is much money involved and 
a rather important principle. It 
would be a pity if an unsound prin- 
ciple were to be allowed entry with- 
out challenge into our economic 
system.

spect of arrears should be remitted, 
amounting to a little more than $40.00 
and a water rate of $14.00 charged in 
respect of a tenant of his property 
who had paid neither rent nor water 
rate. 

Considerable, discussion followed on 
this subject. It was clear that Mr. 
Miller did not come under the Sol- 
diers’ Relief Act in respect to taxes 
on his home property, though forestry 
corps men and women who served 
overseas on various kinds of work, 
did. One or two similar cases were 
referred to as possible precedents, 
though it was not quite certain if they 
were really parallel. Alderman Mc- 
Clure thought that the water rate 
should be remitted but not the penal- 
ties. Aldermen Galbraith and How- 
lett thought that Mr. Miller ought to 
be granted his request. Finally Al- 
derman Galbraith moved that the re- 
bate asked for be granted on accou" 
of Mr. Miller's overseas service, sub- 
ject to the city solicitor giving his 
opinion that the council could legally 
grant it. On a vote this was carried 
by a majority. 

The commissioner’s report was as 
follows: 

The Council, City of Red Deer. 

Gentlemen: We submit our regular 
report as follows: 

1. We respectfully request that you 
appoint a date for the holding of an 
auction sale of lands to which the 
city acquired title in December, 1924, 
and fix the minimum price on each 
parcel. The earliest date that can 
be fixed is November 11, 1925. 

2. We submit offer by Wm. Milne 
to rent the sheep barn at the exhibi- 
tion grounds for the fall and winter 
months. Some years ago one of the 
exhibition buildings was rented to A. 
H. Trimble for the feeding of hogs. 
There was no objection raised to this 
during the winter, but in the summer 
citizens residing close to the grounds 
complained of the odor and such use 
was discontinued. 

3. We submit offer by Wm. Milne 
to rent a parcel of land adjoining the 
stock yards for the purpose of feed- 
ing hogs. The parcel of land wanted 
is rough and could not profitably be 
broken up and the renting of this 
parcel will not interfere with the city 
leasing the rest of the land across the 
C.R.R. for farming purposes. 

4. The council is asked to fix a 
price at which it will sell a site for 
a distributing warehouse and plant 
which may be built next spring. The 
site preferred is approximately cone 
acre On Fifth Street North immediate- 
ly west of the C.P.R. The company 
plans to build improvements costing 
about $20,000, and install water and 
sewer connections and its own fire 
protection system. An alternative 
site is the land south of the oil tanks 
of the British American Oil Company 
on Kingsmill Avenue and Fourth 
Street South, but this site is not 
served by water or sewer mains. 

5. Weeds are growing up again in 
cracks in the cement walks, particu- 
larly on Gaetz Avenue South. These 
cracks were filled with hot asphalt 
some years ago, but this has not been 
effective. We have written the pro- 
vincial university for advice as to the 
best methods of killing these weede. 
There are also a number of water 
service connection boxes raised above 
the surface of some of the cement 
walks. We respectfully ask your in- 
structions regarding these two mat- 
ters. % 

6. We wrote the provincial fire com- 
missioner re having some old build- 
ings that are fire traps demolished 
and submit the correspondence. We 


do not recommend taking any action 
that will involve legal costs to have 
a provincial statute interpreted. We 
will discuss the question with the city 


rr a_i ented 


solicitors and see if a way can be 
found to deal with this. 

7. We have been disappointed in 
getting a scarifier to tear up Gaetz 
avenue and Ross Street which, in our 
opinion, is the only cheap way of 
getting the pitch uoles out of these 
streets.

Red Deer 
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The election contest has been open- 
ed by the speeches of the premier 
and the deader of the opposition, and 
for the next six weeks or so it will 
form the chief topic of conversation 
among most of the people of Canada. 

It would seem that there are a 
number of issues for decision in this 
election, some of which have been 
dealt with im the leaders’ speeches, 
while others have been more or less 
ignored or only lightly glanced at. 
These issues are: 

1. The tariff. 

2. Public expenditure and taxation. 

3. Transportation and in particular 
the railway question. 

4. Immigration. 

5. Imperial relatione and national 
defance. 

6. Criminal law reform and admin- 
istration. 

7. Reform of the Canadian senate. 

It may help readers of “The News” 
if some short consideration is given 
to these issues, the opposing views 
of the parties being indicated where 


sible, a detailed and impartial view 
being taken of the questions involved. 

1. The Tariff. Here there is a flat 
contradiction between the views of 
the parties. The Liberals favor a 
moderate tariff for revenue purposes 
only. The Conservatives favor a def- 
Initely protective tariff but Mr. 
Meighen adds that special considera- 
tion must be given to the maritime 
provinces and the prairie provinces 
to make good their distance from 
the industrial centres and markets. 
Such consideration, it is suggested, 
should take the form of special rail- 
way rates or subsidies, the cost of 
which is to be borne by the dominion 
as a whole. The Progressives un- 
doubtedly favor a low tariff or even 
a wholly free trade policy. Mr. Mac- 
kenzie King suggests an _ advisory 
board on taxation to deal with this 
question of tariffs and other taxation 
problems. Mr. Meighen suggests a 
tariff commission for much the same 
purpose. There does not appear to 
be a great deal of difference in es- 
sential principle between these two 
proposals. 

The quarrel between free traders 


and protectionists is an old one and. 


the subject is so complicated that 
those who approach it with un- 
prejudiced minds must find it difficult 
to 'come to a decision. Probably: the 
truth is that at certain times, in cer- 
tain places, for certain classes, free 
trade is best, while at other times, in 
other places and for other classes, 
protection is a benefit. Insofar as all 
trade is merely an exchange of goods 
between individuala and peoples, the 
less interference with such trade by 
tariffs that takes place, the more the 
trade will flourish, On the other 
hand, if it is a question as to whether 
one section of a people is to exchange 
its wares with the remainder of that 
people or with foreigners when both 
have the same goods to exchange, it 
seems natural to assist the exchange 
with the kindred community rather 
than with the foreigners, and one 
method of doing this is to put up a 
tariff against the importation of the 
foreigners’ goods. If, however, this 
{s done, there is inevitably the risk 
that the home trader, being thus pro- 
tected, will raise the price of his 
wares or lower their quality. 

The answer to such a risk is to pro- 
vide authority to some public body to 
prevent any such exploitation of the 
buyers by watching prices closely, and 
if undue advantage of the protective 
tariff is being taken, to stop it either 
by fixing prices, which {s a difficult 
thing to do, or by removing the tariff 
protection. There is a suggestion of 
some such procedure in Mr. Meighen's 
reference to the proposed tariff com- 
mission but it is not fully worked out, 
and no party seems capable or willing 
to give a clear and simple exposition 
of the problem, such as simple people 
unversed in glib economic formulae 
can readily follow. Mr. Meighen 
points out, rightly enough, that there 
has been in recent years a very gen- 
eral tendency ail over the world to 
resort to protective tariffs but he does 
not discuss how far this has been 
caused not by economic but by po- 
litical reasons, such as the exagger- 
ated nationalism which has followed 
on the political reconstruction after

_ AND ITS ISSUES © 
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the Great War. It would almost cer- 
tainly appear to be the case that there 
is in this matter an inevitable conflict 
of interest between the agricultural 
west of Canada and _ the industria) 
east, which calls for something in the 
nature of mutual concessions, if har- 
mony and all-round well being are to 
result. 4 

2. Public Expenditure aand Taxa- 
tion. In this sphere the position is 
profoundly unsatisfactory. The war 
has been over for nearly seven years, 
yet in the main Canadian taxation is 
Still at war levels and the public debt 
of the dominion of Canada is glaring- 
ly high. Mr. Mackenzie King asserts 
that the debt has been reduced during 
his term of office. Mr. Meighen flatly 
contradicts him and says ‘that the 
debt is higher and in particular that 
Mr. King has deliberately ignored in 
‘his calculations and statements the 
debt owing in respect of the Canadian 
National Railway system which he ase 
serts to have increased by $234,000,- 
000.00 since Mr. King took office. 
Neither of the leaders has stated in 
detail just how expenditure fa to be 
reduced and taxation lightened. It 
would probably assist the electors of 
the dominion to form an opinion on 
this subject if, a clear statement 
were issued showing: (a) the pre-war 
debt of Canada; (b) the debt at the 
end of the war; (e) the present debt, 
including the railway dept; (d) the 
present annual expenditure of Can- 
ada, including separately the amount 
necessarily paid for interest on public 
debt; (e) a comparison between the 
cost of government administration 
before the war and the present cost 
with an explanation of why the of- 
ficials employed now are more numer- 
ous and the cost of government 
higher, if they are so, than before the 
war; (f) a detailed statement of econ- 
omies possible and proposed. With. 
out such information the average 
elector is liable to regard general pro- 
testations or promises of economy with 
no little doubt and‘suspicion. 

3. Transportation and the Railway 
Question. Here the main issue is 
that of the Canadian National Rail- 
way. It seems to be admitted on all 
sides that Sir Henry Thornton as head 
of the C.N.R. has improved the gen- 
eral efficiency of the system and got 
better financial results than might 
almost have been expected under un- 
favorable business conditions. Never- 
theless, the system remains a heavy 
burden on the people of Canada, its 
deficit last year, after paying all: 
charges, being in the neighborhood of. 
60 million dollars. Neither Mr. Mac, 
kenzie King nor Mr. Meighen are real; 
ly clear as to what they propose to do 
with this problem. Mr. King claimse 
merit for his government for the im- 
proved working and condition of the 
railway, but does not clearly suggest 
how the burden is to be got rid of. 
Mr. Meighen makes some vague hints 
at amalgamation of the C.P.R. and 
the C.N.R. Mr. King makes equally 
vague suggestions as to the railway 
commission being given power to en- 
force economies of administration on 
‘both railways in the direction of co- 
operation and running powers over one 
another’s routes. Mr. Meighen scoffs 
at these as already being in the hands 
of the commission and suggests that 
he would put a stop to certain reck- 
less expenditure on_ hotels, golf 
courses and such things, but neither 
leader really lays down a clear solu- 
tion. 
Canadian National system was a bad 
investment for the original private 
owners and a bad bargain for the Can- 
adian people, and that the people 
must face the alternative of selling 
the system at a great loss and at the 
risk of seeing the C.P.R. become the 
sole ‘railway of Canada, or must con- 
tinue to pay large annual losses on 
the system until ‘such time as increas- 
ed settlement and prosperity of Can- 
ada, coupled with continued efficient 
and non-political management of the 
system, brings it onto a paying basis. 

4. Immigration. Mr. Mackenzie 


tion policy but he makes no attempt 
to explain why he has either had no 
such policy during his term of office 
er such a policy as he has had has 
been attended with exceedingly poor 
results in spite of unemployment con- 
ditions in Great Britain highly favor- 
ing emigration from there to Canada, 
and a policy of the United States 
which greatly favors Canada by shut- 
ting out British and European immi- 
grants. Mr. Meighen rightly points 
out this failure of Mr. King’s policy 
but does not go very far towards sug- 
anything better ‘himself. 
Neither leader appears to have dealt 
with the possibility of anything ap- 
proaching to an imperial conference 
which would review the economic 
conditions of the whole world and lay 
down detailed development plans 
which might be yublished for the 
benefit of capitalists, business men 
and labor men alike, with a view to 
a wholesale development of Can- 
ada's dominant resources through the 
combined efforts of Canada and Great 
Britain. It almost seems as if the 
Canadian leaders are willing to trust 
to Canada's growth being effected by 
the introduction of a few thousand 
carefully selected agricultural immi- 
grants and to ignore to a large extent 
anything in the way of larger plans. 

5. Imperial Relations and Natier- 
Defence. All through his period of 
power, Mr. Mackenzie King has made 
it absolutely clear that he has not a 
vestige of enthusiasm or even liking 
for imperial co-operation. From time 
to time in answer to proddings from 
friends and opponents he ‘has paid 
verbal tributes to the Empire, but his 
actions, as well as many of his 
speeches, continuously helfe these oc- 
casional tributes. All his enthusiasm 
goes to emphasizing the autonomy of 
Canada, which nobody thinks of quee- 
tioning. At the last imperial confer- 
ence his attitude was almost wholly 
negative, and actions like the halibut 
fisheries treaty, the separate Cana- 
dian flag and the entirely comtempt- 
ible failure of Canada to make any re- 
spectable provision for her own de- 
fence, all indicate more clearly than 
words can do what the present prem- 
jer of Canada thinks of the Empire 
und Canada’s relation to it. On the 
other hand, the Conservatives, while 
rightiy claiming for Canada her place 
as a partner in the Empire, have never 
failed to realize that complete nation- 
hood means complete responsibility 
and favor the frank acceptance and 
shouldering of such responsibility by 
means of the taking of a share in 
imperial defence just as Australia and 
New Zealand are doing. For the time 
being, domestic problems outweigh 
imperial ones, but the issue ds far too 
important to be ignored and the ten- 


‘ministration. 


Probably the truth is that the. 


King advocates a vigorous immigra--: 
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dency of the Mackenzie King policy 
cannot be mistaken. It is a tendency 
of alienation from the British Empire 
and increasing dependence upon the 
United States. That the practical 
tendency is covered by a mash of ver- 
bal denial does not alter its real char- 
acter. It is for Canadians to ask 
theméelves whether the present Cana- 
dian defence policy is consistent with 
self-respect or ordinary wisdom, and 
whether the Liberal or the Conserva- 
tive policy in this sphere is the ‘bet- 
ter. 

6 Criminal Law Reform and Ad- 
This is not going to be 
a prominent issue. There is not much 
in the way of difference of opinion 
between the parties with respect to 
it, but it is none the less a matter of 
prime importance to the Canadian 
people. The complete breakdown of 
the criminal law and administration 
in the United States and the resulting 
increase of crime of every description 
must form a grave danger to Canada, 
and there have been some disquieting 
indications that similar symptoms are 
present among us. For this evil the 
cure appears to lie in the removal of 
legal technicalities and over-numerous 
appeals which may shelter an essen- 
tially guilty man from justice, and a 
sharp stoppage being put to the in- 
terference by the executive with the 
full carrying out of the courts’ sent- 
ences. It should be made definitely 
impossible for any sentence of a court 
to be interfered with by means of 
pardon or parole by the executive, 
and the court which imposes a gent- 
ence should alone have the right to 
interfere with the carrying out of it. 
and should itself not interfere except 
on the most urgent grounds. At 
present a criminal #s no sooner sent- 
enced than his friends, if he has any, 
begin to agitate for his pardon and 
release. The cases of several notable 
financial swindlers in recent years il- 
lustrate this vividly, and the effect 
of such executive interference is seri- 
ously threatening to weaken the ef: 
fect of the criminal law and so sap 
the whole foundations of social order. 

7. Thé Reform of the Senate. This 
has been a political question for a 
long time, but the public are inclined 
to be apathetic regarding it and there 
is always a_ suspicion of unreality 
about the demands for its reform. On 
the one ‘hand the senate is beyond all 
question an entirely undemocratic 
body, composed aJmost wholly of 
rather unsuccessful or listless politi- 
cal partisans. On the other hand, its 
action has usually been in the nature 
of a brake on the action of govern- 
ments whether Conservative or Lib- 
eral, rather than a barrier to progress. 
Mr. Mackenzie King has demanded 
its reform but has made no concrete 
suggestion as to the manner of the 
reform and until he does so ‘his de- 
mand is unlikely to receive serious 
attention. 

It seems fairly certain that the 
tariff is going to be the main issue 
on which the politicians will concen- 
trate their attention and on which 
the election is likely to be won or 
lost. In that event the Liberals and 
Progressives will at least possibly 
combine against the Conservatives. It 
is, however, possible that, as the con- 
test advances, other issues will be- 
come prominent and will share with 


the tariff the attention of the people.

BIRDS IN HARVEST-TIME 


Speaking of harvest-time in the 
west brings to one’s mind a picture 
of rolling fields of golden grain ripen- 
ing in the sun and breeze. or wide 
stretches of stubble thickly dotted 
with stooks—the produce of a bounti- 
ful_soil and the farmers’ industry. 

This is nature’s harvest-time, too, 
and the wild folks are taking their 
share of the good things. The crop 
of wild fruits has been particularly 
bountiful this year. Many of our birds 
are fond of fruit. 

A friend of ours said just recently 
that‘he hadn’t seen a robin for weeke, 
although several pairs ‘had nested 
close to his home this summer. 

The youngsters and women folk who 
were berry picking last month could 
tell us where the robins had vanished 
to. Just where the Saskatoon bushes 
were most heavily loaded and the fin- 
est and most juicy fruit hung, a ftut- 
tering of wings and a frightened 
‘took-took-took” told the berry pickers 
that our red-breasted friends were 
getting their fill, 

Bluebirds are much in evidence just 
now, usually in family parties of half- 
a-dozen or so. The fall plumage of 
the males is much duller than the 
bright blue of spring time. 

They are busy harvesting, too— 
quite a different crop from that of tha 
robins, though. They haunt the open 
grassy spaces where grasshoppers are 
most {in evidence and these insects 
ae the chief item in their bill-of- 
are. 

The little flocks are gradually mov- 
ing southwayd, not hurrying through 
as some of the migrants do but just 
drifting along and feeding as they go, 
As they move along other parties 
from north fill their places. 

Blackbirds of geveral spectes have 
been bunching up for weeks past until 
now they are in good-sized flocks, 
During the day-time they pay unwel- 
come attentions to the oat stooks and 
at night roost in the tall reeds 
along the shores’ of lakes and sloughs. 
They, too, are getting in shape for 
the long trip south. 

What a wonderful thing bird mi- 
gration is—like the ebb and flow of a 
world-encircling feathered tide. 

Many of the warblers and other in- 
sect-eating birds ‘have already passed 
through on their way south. Some 
of the tiny fragile mites nest quite 
far north and it fs an interesting fact 
that their only experience of frost and 
snow ds probably in their northern 
summer homes. They spend the win- 
ters in the tropics. 

Most of the waders leave the north 
quite early in the fall. Durtng the 
last wet spell, when the heavy mois- 
ture-laden clouds hung tow, the clear 
whistling calls of waders could be 
heard passtng overhead all through 
the nighfs. The glare from the street 
lights attracted them as they flew low 
over the buildings—too low in some 
cases, for some gtruck telephone wires 
and were instantly killed, to be found 
In the morning by some interested:

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CATTLE SHIPMENTS INCREASE 


Shipments of cattle from Canada to 
Great Britain during July, 1925, were 
in excess of the same month last year, 
according to the monthly report of 
the federal department of agriculture. 
The total shipments for the first 
seven months of the calendar year 
show an increase of over 10,000 head, 
when compared with the same period 
last year. All classes of meats show 
heavier shipment on export for the 
period January to July, inclusive, as 
compared with 1924. Beef exports 
were increased from 11,770,000 pounds 
to 14,897,000 pounds; bacon and hams 
from 63,049,000 pounds to 73,743,000 
pounds; pork from 51,180,000 pounds 
to 10,811,000 pounds; and mutton and 
lamb from 94,100 pounds to 398,000 
pounds.
